rcoplo who can obtain tho privilege 
of looking at Mars through the Lick 
telescope should not neglect tho oppor- 
tunity, says tho San Francisco Call. 
Several years have elapsed since that 
rcmnrknblo«planct could bo seen fa 
such advantage aa nt present, and It 
will be three years before we have an 
equal chance again. It has certainly 
never been examined before through a 
telescope of irnch power a* the monster 
refractor on Mount Hamilton, 

It may be Interesting to lovers of as- 
_$rono«»y.-to know that the eminent 
French astronomer, M. Pcrrotln, Is en- 
gaged In a mlnuto study of Mars, and 
.that his discoveries confirm those of M. 
SchlaparilH in ovory particular. It 
keems actually truo that tho longitude 
stripes which circle round the planet 
are bodies of water, and must, accord- 
ing to all laws of probability, be artifi- 
cial. No one ever saw or conceived a 
system of parallel rivers from one to 
two thousand miles long and straight 
as a plumb line. Everything la possi- 
ble, of •course but such straight rivers 
it Is impossible to reconcile with tho 
principles of cosmogony as we under- 
stand them. On this planet, at all 
events, nature abhors a straight line, 
and by analogy It should do so In 
Mars. 

Yet, if these bodtes of water are ca- 
nals, as Schlaparilll believed and Por- 
rolln sees hardly to doubt, what mon- 
strous works they must be! They are 
from flO to 80 miles wide. Fancy tho la- 
bor of digging such a canal, the time It 
must havo taken, and tho number of 
workmen It must havo employed. The 
pyramids of Egypt arc trilling In com- 
parison. The Sue* canal Is 197 feet 
wide at tho surface, and tho Nicaragua 
canal is to bo 160 feet; tho Martial ca- 
nals are '-',800 times wider. Our canals 
on this ono-horsu globe aro considered 
long when they reach 100 miles In 
length. The Panama canal will bo less 
than 60 miles long. Tho canals of 
Mars reach a length of 2,000 miles— say 
as far as from here to Omaha. . What 
n trafllc there must bo to support such 
enterprises! On tho wntorways of Chi- 
na travelers describe tho incessant ebb 
and How of multitudinous crowds; but 
to require canals of such dimensions 
as we have described, the movement of 
traffic in Marslmusfc bo far more pro-' 
digious. In fnjjt they Imply u popula- 
tion which almost staggors belief; con- 
sidering tho volume of tho planet Is 
only one-sixth that of tho earth, tho 
diameter boing 4«-100 mllos as ugainst 
8,000 miles, thoyf warrant tho wildcat 
conjectures ,aa tb the density with 
which It is peopled. 

What manner of man lives in Mars, 
If there be mon there, has always been 
a favorite topic of \ speculation. The 
law of gravitation tells us that ho may- 
bo 14 feet high; notsuoha son of Anak. 
as the inhabitant ofUho asteroids, but 
still ono whq would regard tho Belgian 
glunt as a romarkablo dwarf. Possl- 
'" hly tho onormous publio .works on 
Mars may bo oxplklnod on tho theory. 
• tnat these tall -fellow scan work In pro-" 
portion to their stature— that ono citl- 
2on of Mara catushovel as much dirt as 
twoaud '.a half .denizens of this world.

> The father of the missing bride had 
never recovered from tho shock of bis 
daughter's dlssppearaoce, and had 
died a broken-hearted man within a 
year after Its qcourence, leaving to bis 
son-in-law property amounting to $20,- 
000— all ho possessed— with the con- 
dition that the legate* should never re- 
lax his efforts to find his missing wire, 
and that when found, no matter how 
great her offenses might have been, he 
•hould make suitable provision for her. 
When the civil war broke out In 
1861 Llnhard was one of tho first 
three years' mon enlisted from Ohio.

I For the past. twenty years he has 
been a silent, solitary man. trusting the 
conduct of his affairs almost wholly to 
a nephew, whom he had adopted, and 
whoso young wife was the only othor 
inmate of his quiet household, 
i A few weeks ago there was placed 
in bis hands a letter addressed to bis 
dead father-in-law. 

| At sight of the familiar handwriting 
ho trombled and grow pale. 
, The letter was dated at St Louis, 
and within a fow hours Llnhard was 
on his way to that city. What passod 
between husband and wife at their 
first meeting Is, of course, known only 
to thomsolres. It has since been 
learned that Mrs. Llnhard eloped with 
Sealman, who overcame her scruples 
by an Indiana divorce and a marriage 
with him. Aftor a few years of wretch- 
edness and poverty ho' had or u oily 
abandoned her, and sho had gradually 
sank lower and lower, until at last she 
bsd resolved, like tho prodigal son, to 
arise and go to her father. 

The sight of his first swoothoart and 
wife, whoso memory. In splto of him- 
self, Llnhard had fondly oherlshod In 
his heart throughout the long years, 
rekindled all the ardent passton of bis 
youth. 

Ho forgot and forgave overythlng, 
and In the dusty little room whloh 
'Squire Or mon d calls his office, George 
Llnhard and Ada Sedgeloy repeated 
tho snnio vows of love and constancy 
that they had made to each other 
three deosdes ago. 

Despite tho long years of suffering 
through whloh she has come to peace 
and rest at last Mia Llnhard' s face Is 
a beautiful one still.

Grand Scbamea YVMtti 
Which lie Is Connnetsd. 
muel Dakor, tho colobratod Eng- 
ctiglnoor, was In St Louie rocont- 
and talked as follows to a ll<\mbh~ 
workman roportert ••One of ray first 
cnginooririg, enterprises was the oonV 
itruetion of tho groat underground 
railway system of London, In conneo* 
tion with Sir John Fowlor, who baa 
boon my partner In many projects 
ilnce. I generally manage to derive 
instruction from tho engineering works 
of the various countries I visit In 
company with theduko of Marlborough, 
who, by tho way, takes a keen Inter* 
ost in engineering, and Is a thorough 
electrician, I inspected the Hudson 
river tunnel, now noarlng completion. 
We also examined the brldgo spanning 
tho Hudson at Poughkoepsle, I made 
an estimate and will • submit a report 
for a tunnel undor tho Detroit river ♦' I 
regard tho scheme as entirely practi- 
cable. English capital will probably 
be employ od In its construction. 

••My visit to this country was In con- 
nection with a project for a ship rail- 
way across tho Isthmus of Chlguocto, 
In Nova Scotia, by whloh a 2,500- too 
■hip will be transported seven loon 
miles on a car and dropped into the 
waves on the othor side. Tho Cana- 
dian government has guaranteed the 
funds and tho work will soon be undor 
way under tho direction of Sir John 
Fowlor and myself. This Is a similar 
project to that in which Cap t. James 
IV. Eads was Intorosted at tho time of 
his death. Tho Eads Tohuantepeo 
sohemo Is still alive and in good hands, 
and inasmuch as tho Panama canal has 
proven such a disastrous sohomo finan- 
cially I predict that my old friend Eads' 
projected entorprlee will supplant the 
costly canal whloh ovon the French 
authorities estimate will cost f 160, 000,- 
000.' 

"We havo boon engaged for tho past 
flfleon years In the construction of the 
longest bridge In. tho world. It spans 
the Frith of Forth at a point eight 
miles above Edinburgh. In the mid- 
dle of the channel is a small island, 
serving as a stepping-stone upon whloh 
to rest two of the p'ers. Tho total 
length will be about 8,000 foet, each 
span being about 1,700 .feet Tho 
brldgo will havo a clear hoadway above 
high water of 155 foot for the passage 
of ships, and the stoel work of tho 
brldgo will tower to a fnrthor height 
of 310 foot or a total height of 985 feet 
The bridge will be constructed wholly 
of rolled stool tubes from fivo to twelve 
foet In dlametor. Tho total weight la 
50,000 tons. We have 4,000 men con- 
tinuously employed, and expect to open 
tho brldgo to traffic la eighteen 
months. It will cost over $15,000,000, 
which sum Is to be borno by tho rail- 
ways on tho oastern coast The com- 
pletion of tho bridge will throw' open 
tho shortest route from London' to all 
points north of Edinburgh on those 
linos, Instond of tho railways of the 
wostern coast Tho companies Inter- 
ested represent a capital of 8800,000,- 
000, and they willingly fnrnlsh the 
funds for our enterprise in order to 
monopolize tho traflio of tho rival linos 
along tho western coast"

He stated that ho bad boon ongagod 
In this businoss in San Francisco and 
that it was only a matter of tlmo whou 
tbo Chlnoso would make deep Inroads 
Into tho provision industry of this city. 
It only needed, ho said, tho arrival of 
a few hundred more Mongolians to 
sot in motion a sohemo which the resi- 
dents of Mott streot havo now in con- 
templation. As to tho nature of this 
economic scheme ho was very sorlous- 
ly silent but gave tho luforonoo that 
It was in tho moat lino.

A Rook Found in the Bed Sea. 
A fourth and happ'Iy successful 
soarch by Her Majesty's ships has just 
been mode for a reported rook toward 
tho southern end of tho Red Sea, on 
whloh two steamships— tho Avecot and 
Teddlngton— aro; supposed to havo 
strnok during tho year 1887, both ships 
af forward foundering. Tho fourth ship, 
Hor Majesty's surveying ship Stork, 
guided by somo slight Indication af- 
forded by an ' insignificant rise In the 
sea bottom, bos found tbo rook. It Is 
aV small cork patch only fifteen foet 
under the surface of tho sea, and stands 
In twenty-eight fathoms of watur In 
latitude 14 dog. 23 mln. S sec north,. 
longitude 42 dog. 41 mln. .83 soo. oast 
It lies midway between the two best 
positions that critical cross-examina- 
tion bad finally settled as the most 
probablo for the rospo'otlvo vessels that 
were lost Though It Is botweon fivo 
and six miles from the'dlreot straight 
line of the track, the existence at times 
of strong ourreuts traverse to tho axis 
of tho Red Sea causes the danger pre- 
sented by It to be by no moans Insigni- 
ficant and it Is a matter for marvel 
that It has never been before struck. 
The difficulty of finding such a' small 
rock may be appreciated from the foot 
that oho of the searching ships was at 
anohbr within four hundred yards of 
Ik with her boats sounding rouud her, 
without lis' being perceived, and she 
was driven from hor anohor by a gale 
before the spot was passod over by tho 
boats -London TivMt. .

. Badeao'a War If enserlcsw 

I was then a young man, fresh from 
journalism and society, used to writ- 
ing about operas nnd actors and balls 
and visits. In all my studies and the 
aspirations which most young men 
not absolutely stupid entertain, It had 
never occurrted to me that I should 
see real war; and this life of camp 
and battle and selgewaithe more 
fascinating because It was unexpected. 
Of the other war correspondents with 
the expedition several were either then 
distinguished or afterward became so. 
One was Doestlcks, among the clever- 
est of American humorists; but be re- 
mained only awhile in South Carolina; 
he was ill nt tho time of a consump- 
tion and died, I think, within' a year. 
Another was George W. Smalley. ft 
son- In-law by adoption of Wendell 
Phillips, nnd. now the widely known 
and accomplished £uropean corre- 
spondent of the New York Tribune; 
the American who knows most to-day 
about English and continental pontics, 
though his knowledge does not always 
obtain the acquiescence of his country^ 
men in the opinions it inspires in his 

own mind. 

But I hnd known Journalists before. 

It was the military men who most in- 
terested me. The- group ief young 
soldiers Into which I was thrown ap- 

E eared to me the reality of which I 
ad so often socn the representation 
on the stage. These were actual he- 
roes as well as future commanders, I 
listened to their talk of ordnance and- 
engineering, of embrasures and evolu- 
tions;' I studied field fortifications un 
der their tuition; I * took lessons in 
very hard riding with a tub of cold 
water afterward to sit in if I was sore; 
I accompanied them In reconnaUances 
in the South Carolina swamps till I 
was fairly innoculated with the mili- 
tary ardor; and, though a literary or 
fashionable life was hardly » 'good 
preparation for the army, I did the 
best I know. 1 learned to make a fire, 
which was a great achievement for 
me, who had always been unpractical, 
and I remember writing home, in my 

E ride,* at the accomplishment; bnt I 
ad to put a postscript to my letter: 

••The fire went out" 

Porter and Wilson were my especial 
chums. Thoy shared their tent and 
their mess with me, and a friendship 
was struck up that affected all our af- 
ter lives, for Wilson was on Grant's 
staff a year afterward, and it was he 
who recommended me to Grant as a 
sultablo secretary and aid-de-camp, 
and, In consequence of his urging, 
Grant applied for my detail; while 
Wilson and I long afterward did out 
best to procure almost the same ap- 
pointment for Porter, and, with the 
help of others, among them the Hon. 
Charles A. Dana, then assistant 
secretary of war, we succeeded* These 
two, Wilson and Porter, seemed to me 
then tho very type of chivalrous young 
soldiers; highly educated in their pro- 
fession, only a year or two away from 
West Point neither of them more than 
25 yenrs old, full of spirit, enthusiasm, 
ambition, and honor. They were pas- 
sionately attached to each other, had 
been room-mates for years at West 
point, and the intimacy was now kept 
up In danger and on hard duty till it 
became conspicuous and romantic. 
They admitted me to a share in this 
friendship, and whether over camp-fire 
and amid the clever but sometimes 
coarse stories of the mess- table, in the 
marshes (where Wilson once palled me 
out, sinking up to ray neck In the 
mire, and 1 used to think ho saved my 
life), or when one of us fell ill with an 
infections' '• fever, "and the .others 
watched over him till his •" recovery, or 
when .Porter and I lay in the trenches 
in front of Pulaski, the connection 
was as close as men often form, .But 
that was twenty-five year* ago, and we 
«re all gray now. All have gone 
through many changes and vicis- 
situdes, and our enthusiasm has abated, 
while Gllmore and Shunk, Tardy, Pe- 
louze, O'llorke, and, Sherman himself, 
the commander of us all, have gone 
over to the majority, Adam Badeau.

vigorous use of a stiff bristled brush, 
and a thorough brushing boforo going 
to bed at night Is considered lo bo ol 
tho utmost Importance. This gives 
gloss and softness, nnd long hair Is In 
apodal nood of it. Sago ton was an 
olii -fashioned romedy for wotting. tho 
scalp and preventing tho hair from 
falling out, and It Is still rogardod as 
exoollont. Ammonia and borax aro 
both usod aa invigorators of tho hair, 
but ih'cy should bo usod only In small 
quantities, or llioy will do moro harm 
than good, for too much ammonia will 
inflamo the scalis, ami too much borax 
will make tho hair dry and brittle. Nor 
Is soap good for tho hair. Tho scalp 
may bo cleansed with tho yolk of an 
egg. boaton In a very little wator, and 
rubbod well Into tho acaljs. whoro It 
should bo allowed to dry, and after- 
wards rinsed off with lukowarm water 
containing a little ammonia. After tho 
hair has been wet It should be 
thoroughly dried before going to bed 
and beforo going out Into tbe open air. 
Tbo* scratching and Irritating ot tho 
icnlp with a sharp-toothed comb 
should bo avoided, and tho sarao 
dangor is to be lookod out for In the 
nao of a motalllo brush.- Good //owe- 
keeping.
